ABOUT DATING VIOLENCE... 

© Did you know that the time of greatest violence against women is on Superbowl Sunday? 

© Dating violence is very common — Chances are, someone you know has been a victim. 

© It can have serious effects, including injuries, low self-esteem, and in the worst cases, death. 

WHAT IS DATING VIOLENCE? 

It is the abuse of one partner in a dating relationship by the other partner. Dating violence can take many forms: 

1 . Physical abuse 

2. Emotional abuse 

3. Sexual abuse. 

FACTS 

• Abuse is never the victim's fault! 

• Abuse often follows a pattern (e.g., apologies, later followed by more abuse). 

• You deserve a healthy relationship! ! 

TO REDUCE THE RISK OF DATING VIOLENCE: 

1 . Communicate clearly — Let your partner know that you will not tolerate any abuse. 

2 . Trust your instincts — If you're concerned, trust your feelings because they're usually right. 

3 . Avoid isolated places and dangerous situations. 

4. Be in control — Have your own way to get home. 

TO END AN UNHEALTHY RELATIONSHIP: 

1 . Believe in yourself. 

2. Get out — Abusive relationships usually get worse, not better. 

3 . Get help — If you fear you are in danger, consider these options: 

♦ Call the police ♦ Get a restraining order ♦ Call a crisis hotline 

♦ Talk with a friend ♦ Go to a shelter ♦ Take a self-defense class 

♦ SERIOUSLY CONSIDER COUNSELING (even if the abuse occurred long ago). 

IF YOU KNOW A VICTIM OF DATING VIOLENCE: B elieve her. Support her. Encourage her to get help. 

Keep in mind the LACAAW Empowerment Credo:

ATTENTION JWOUNT^STUDENTS!: February is Black History Month and each week the B.S.U. will 
introduce different prominent African-American people in the Doheny Happenings. This week we 
introduce to you William H. Hastle, the first Black U.S. Court of Appeals Judge of the Third Circuit. 

William H. Hastie was born in Knoxville, Tennessee, November 17, 1904. He received his A.B. from 
Amherst College in 1925, a LL.B. from Harvard University in 1930, and a S.J.D. from Harvard in 1933. 
He also received honorary LL.D.s from other institutions such as Rutgers University Howard University 
and Temple University. He was admitted to the bar in 1930, and in 1933 he became 
assistant solicitor of the Department of the Interior until 1937. In 1942, he became 
the first civilian aide to the Secretary of War. He was governor of the Virgin 
Islands between 1946 and 1949, before his position as U.S. Circuit Court of 

Appeals Judge. Hastie died on April 14, 1976, in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania.

FROM B.S.U. 

Dorothy Dandridge was bom on November 9, 1922, in Cleveland, Ohio. As children, she and 

Vivian performed as "The Wonder Kids," touring the United States. In 1934 they were joined 

by Etta Jones and became the Dandridge Sisters. They were a popular act, performing at the 

Cotton Club in Harlem and in the motion picture "A Day at the Races" (1937). By the 1940s, 

Dorothy Dandridge appeared in the musical shorts, "Easy Street"; "Yes Indeed"; "Cow Cow 

Boogie"; "Jungle Jig"; "Paper Doll"; and "Sing for Supper." Her greatest triumph came as a film actress in the 

all-black musical "Carmen Jones" (1954), for which she received an Oscar nomination for best actress, 

becoming the first African-American woman to receive this nomination. She appeared in over twenty-five 

films. Dandridge married the white Las Vegas restaurateur Jack Dennison 1959, but three years later 

divorced him and declared personal bankruptcy. She died on September 8, 1965.

From the Dean's Office : 

We would like to share with you significant news about the Doheny Campus of Mount St. Mary's 
College. Sister Kathleen Kelly, Vice President for Doheny and Dean of the Associate in 

Arts and Graduate programs, has announced that she 
will be leaving her position effective June 30. 

Sister Kathleen has been such an integral part of this 
campus that it is difficult to imagine Doheny without her. 
I She has, in fact, been directly involved in the 

development of the programs that are the heart and soul 
of Doheny. 

When Sister Kathleen first arrived on campus in 1981 as 
Dean of the Associate in Arts Program there was a 
student body of approximately 100, with about 30 
students in residence at Stimson House (now a Sisters 7 residence) on Figueroa Street, and the pool 
was "off limits" to students. The pool was made available for students 7 use, but the "bad news" was 
that within the next few years the B. A. Nursing Program Sophomores were moved to the Chalon 
Campus; we no longer had a Nursing Program (A. A. or BA.) at Doheny -and we had lost a large 
portion of our student body due to the department's move to Chalon. Sister Kathleen's challenge 
was to develop new programs that would attract other students and increase enrollment. Over the 
years she has expanded the Liberal Arts Program, developed the Pre-Health Science Program, 
created the Alternative Access Program which emphasizes the "2 + 2" articulation transfer to Chalon, 
and helped to develop and implement the HOPE Program. 

In addition to her administrative responsibilities, Sister Kathleen also found time to teach -at Chalon, 
courses in Asian History, the History of Modern Japan, the History of Modern China, and a Seminar 
on the Development of the People's Republic of China; and at Doheny, History and Cultural 
Geography, and the development and co-teaching of a pilot course in the Introduction to the 

Humanities. 




Doheny's Alternative Access Program, mentioned above, has become a nationally-recognized model 
for other colleges and universities, praised by the American Council on Education (ACE), the 
Western Interstate Commission for Higher Education (WICHE), the Ford Foundation, and many 
other prestigious groups. 

In 1984, Mclntyre Hall was constructed as well as Our Lady of Mercy Chapel. In the summer of 1984 
AT&T used the new residence facility as its communication headquarters for the Summer Olympics. 
For this use, AT&T paid the College over $1,000,000 and also left us a brand new telephone system — 
at the time, completely " state of the art." Most recently, Sister Kathleen has overseen the construction 
of the new Fitness Center, the Pool House, and of course you are all witness to her major victory in 
the completion of the Sister Magdalen Coughlin Learning Complex after long delays forced by a 
small group of " neighbors/' 

Doheny has grown in stature and in numbers since Sister Kathleen's arrival, from 100 students to 750, 
from 30 residents to "maxed out" at 161, yet under her gentle hand our beautiful campus remains a 
calming oasis in the middle of inner-city Los Angeles. 

Sister Kathleen is not "retiring," however. In Spring 1998, Sister Kathleen was chosen by the Los 
Angeles Province of the Sisters of St. Joseph of Carondelet as Assistant Provincial Superior, and 
Sister will be moving to that position full time this summer. As Assistant Provincial Superior, Sister 
Kathleen will be working with Sister Maureen O'Connor (Provincial Superior) and Sister Claire 
Marie Williams (Assistant Provincial Superior) in guiding CSJ community life and ministries, which 
include Mount St. Mary's College, secondary schools, and hospitals in California, Arizona, 
Washington and Idaho. 

Sister Janet Duffy will move from Associate Dean to Dean of the Associate in Arts Program, 
Doheny Campus, effective July 1. 

Please let Sister Kathleen {and Sister Janet) know how very much we appreciate their love and 
stewardship of the Doheny Campus!

FROM THE LEARNING CENTER 

"I Didn't Study the Right Things." Did you cram for a test then not do well? Rather than, 1 didn't study the 
right things, "you should be saying, 1 didn't study everything." Here's a way to study it all. 

Flash Cards as a Memory Aid 

Flash cards can be used effectively to learn both large amounts of specific facts and general principles. Factual 
flash cards can be made for vocabulary words, formulas, equations, definitions, date, names, etc. General 
principle flash cards might be made for main ideas on a given topic, lists of characteristics, cause-eflfect 
relationships, categorizing groups of items, etc 

Coding the flash cards by color to signify different topics, or by date of lecture, or page where the information can 
be found is a good idea for later use. Frequent review of cards is what makes them effective. Short reviews 
frequently repeated will usually be more effective than long sessions of cramming. 

Remember : While flash cards do take time to make, the writing of the cards is in itself an aid to memory! It 
forces you to organize the material and break it down into manageable bits of information. 

Suggestions: 

1 . Review cards often. Carry them with you to class or work. 

2. Prepare the cards well in advance of the test date. 

3. Spend most of your time studying the cards you do not know or are not sure of. Don't 
waste time studying the cards you already know. 

4. When learning cards for the first time, break them up into small groups. Learn one 
group at a time and review all of the cards from time to time. 

5. Sort in chronological or sequential order. Make sentences from the vocabulary cards 
in a foreign language. This helps you to apply what you are learning. 

6. Sort the cards by topics or relationships. You may want to color code topics by using 
colored dots. This helps keep the overall organization of the course in your mind. 

7. Ask questions you think will be on the exam and sort for the answers. This will give you 
practice on retrieving information from different points of view. 

Shuffle the cards frequently and flip through them rapidly. Do this to avoid learning the cards in a certain order.
